20 — [Exclusive 
Dispatch] Dr. Frederick A. Cook, 
whose mysterious disappearance from 
the Gramatin Inn, Bronxville; on No- 
vember 24, caused a sensation, is in 
Kurope. This positive announcement 
was made tonight by Willlam L. Cook 
of No. 747 Bedford avenue, Brooklyn, 
who received a letter from hig brother 

today. 

Without adopting a disguise, Dr. 
Cook left New York on the Corona. of 
the Cunard line, on Saturday, Novem- 
ber 27, and arrived in Naples on De- 
cember 11, two days after the affida- 
vits of George H. Dunkle, an insur- 
ance agent, and Capt. August W. 
Loose, i mavigator, were printed in 
New York and London. 

Although it was announced on the 
morning of November 727 — several 
hours before the vessel steamed from 
this port—that Dr. Cook would leave 
on the Coronia, and notwithstanding
